The dacoits were 
armed with automatic and ,303 rifles, A police party under 
the command of Shri Frem Swamp Bhatnagar was deputed 
to liquidate the dacoits. As a, result of the careful planning 
and leadership of Shri Bhatnagar the police party was success- 
ful in killing seven dacoits by the same evening. The re- 
maining three dacoits then hid themselves in the village and 
continued firing on the police party. Unmindful of the fir- 
ing by the dacoits, Shri Bhatnagar personally led the forces

On the 14th July, 1967, information was received by the 
police authorities that dacoit Prahlad Singh and his gang 
were hiding In the fields near village Gop al pur a, The dacoits 
were armed with automatic and .303 rifles. The police party 
deputed to liquidate the gang of dacoits was divided into two 
stop parties and two driving parties. Sarvashri D, P. Shri- 
vastava and Rajbir Singh commanded the two stop parties. 
In the first encounter with stop party No. 1, three dacoits 
were killed by the police. The remaining dacoits tried to 
escape. In order to foil their attempt Sarvashri Shrivastava 
and Rajbir Singh personally led their men in order to close 
the route of escape of the dacoits. In this manoeuvre they 
cam c under fire from the dacoits. By this bold initiative, 
they contained the dacoits within the cordon. 

But three of the dacoits escaped and hid themselves in the 
village during the night. In the morning two of them were 
seen coming in the garb of local people. Shri Shrivastava 
and Shri Rajbir vSingh challenged them, The dacoits imme- 
diately threw off their 'chadars* and fired at the police party. 
Sarvashri Shrivastava and Rajbir Singh returned the fire and 
killed both of them. The third dacoit was also chased and 
killed. 

It was largely due to the courage and initiative of these 
officers that the escape of the dacoits was checked and the 
entire gang liquidated.

When the police party ap- 
proached their hiding place, the dacoits opened up fire on 
them and tried to escape from the flanks, Unmindful of the 
heavy fire opened by the dacoits, Sarvashri Talim, Kanahiya- 
lal and Jaswant Singh personally, led their forces and opened 
fire at the flanks. Tn spite of heavy fire, these officers kept 
closing in and forced the dacoits to take shelter again In the 
bushes. Thus Sarvashri Talim, Kanahiyalal ana Jaswant 
Singh exhibited courage, boldness leadership and devotion.

On the 14th July, 1967, information was received by the 
Police that dacoit Prahlad Singh and his gang were hiding in 
the fields near village Gopalpura. The dacoits were armed 
with automatic and .303 rifles. The police party was divided 
into two stop parties and two driving parties. Sarvashri 
Kalu Singh and liarbhajan Singh were LMG gunners in 
stop party No, 2. The dacoits bad their first entanglement 
with stop parly No, 1 and three of them were shot dead in 
that encounter. Then the dacoit leader Prahlad Singh and 
his lieutenants attempted to escape towards the east taking a 
woman with them They however, continued to lire on the 
police party. Because of the presence of a woman amongst 
the dacoits, the police party could not fire freely, The gang 
leader tried to lake advantage of this situation and concen- 
trated his attack on the IMG gunners Kalu Singh and 
Harbhajan Singh in order to knock them out. But both Shri 
Kalu Singh and Harbhajan Singh showed great presence of 
mind, crawled slightly to their left and after taking a suitable 
position they shot dead the leader of the gang and his thre« 
colleagues. 

In the encounter, both Shri Kalu Singh and Harbhajan 
Singh showed great courage- and presence of mind.
